The owner of the pronerty made a renort in the afternoon to 
the american Consulate-General which immediately ordered 
the arrest of lawyer Allman. 

Mr. Allman was arrested and escorted asnore 
by river policemen. Tt is gaid that the American Consulate 
ordered Mr. Allman to furnish a security of U.35. 500, but 
as the complainant later withdrew the charge, this order 
was rescinded. 

The leather cases taken by lawyer Allman are 
not worth more than $70. Mr. Allman has informed foreign 
newspaper reporters that the affair has been settled and 


he will leave Shanghai by the President Coolidge as 


scheduled.

It is said that the documents which I'r. Allman 
stole from the American Consulate-General are not worth 
more than U.Se $100. Why iitre Allman should have stolen 
them ig unknown. The case has become serious and it is 
hard to predict the result. The affair may possiblv prove 


to be a blow to the Chinese newspaper mentioned above.
